STRANGE BEDFELLOWS 


It is a truism that American political party labels—at 


least those of the two major parties—have ceased to 
mean much. But the truism gets truer all the time, and 
next month's elections don't promise to clarify the situ- 
ation. 


As James Thrasher says, in an editorial written for 


NEA Service, Inc., and the Times-Mirror, "in fact, the 
results may add to the confusion and leave the voter 
wondering what cohesive force there is, if any, that will 
be strong enough to hold together the present party 
alignments from the coming election day to the first 
Tuesday, after the first Monday of November, 1948." 


Time was when a person could say, "I'm a Demo- 


crat because I believe in states' rights." or "I'm a Re- 
publican because I favor a protective tariff." But those 
easy identifications have disappeared. Today it isn't 
enough to learn that someone is a Republican or Demo- 
crat. The full information has to include what kind of a 
Republican or Democrat he is, and why. 


These distinctions became a fact among the Demo- 


crats early in the Roosevelt administration. They be- 
came a fact among the Republicans with the imminence 
of war. The death of Mr. Roosevelt and the end of the 
war emphasized rather than removed the distinctions. 
Both the war and the wartime President were very 
strong cohesive forces. Now their hold is loosed and the 
inner seams of both parties are weakening. 


So today we have Southern Democrats and Truman 


Democrats and Wallace Democrats. We have Taft Re- 
publicans and Dewey Republicans and Stassen Republi- 
cans. But that isn't all, of course. It's much more com- 
plicated. 


Within the orbit of the Democratic Party are the 


CIO-PAC, the Independent Citizens' Committee of the 
Arts, Sciences and Professions, the Communist, Ameri- 
can Labor and Liberal Parties (all three of which are 
supporting the Democratic slate in New York), Senator 
Bilbo and Gov. Gene Talmadge. 


That lineup represents a lot of incompatibility. But 


there is even more than appears on the surface. The 
CIO is inwardly split on Russia and Communism. The 
same factors broke the Liberal Party away from the pro- 
Conimunist ALP. There is dissension in the Independent 
Citizens' Committee over the Wallace atomic energy 
plan. 


The American Federation of Labor's increasing cool- 


ness toward the CIO and the Truman administration 
might indicate a general AFL drift back toward the Re- 
publican Party. This would add variety to a mixture 
which is considerably varied already. 


There are Bricker Republicans who seem to be to the 


right even of the Taft Republicans. There are Stassen 
supporters who in many ways are more New-Dealish 
than some of the men surrounding President Truman. 
There are registered Republicans whose thinking is al- 
most more Southern Democratic than that of the Solid 
South itself. 


Out of all this confusion two things seem reasonably 


certain as of today: 


1. Some issues, raised for purely domestic political 


reasons, will have international repercussions—as wit- 
ness the British reaction to Mr. Truman's and Governor 
Dewey's recent statements on Palestine. 


2. The two 1948 Presidential candidates, whoever 


they are, will be a profound disappointment to many of 
their nominal party members.

In Selection 


With the fall logging season 


coming on, now is the time to get 
your local public forester to go 
oxer your woodlot and help you 
to plan the logging job. If there 
13 no public forester in jour local- 
ity you might have a talk with 
J.QUI county agent. 
He can at 


least get you some helpful pamph- 
lets from your state or Federal 
forest services 


In recent years there has been 


a noticeable trend toward the cut- 
ting of woodlands on a "marked 
tree" basis. This is a method of 
horvestmg which takes only select- 
ed trees, instead of the old prac- 
tice of selling and cutting on what 
they called "by the boundary " 


The marked tree harvest gener- 


ally shows a much greater profit 
for the land owners. The buyers 
o>- operators seem to like it too, 
once they get used to it 
As a 


rule, it also leaves a good residual 
stand of trees to come along for 
the next harvest. Those operators 
who plan to remain m business in 
their present locality seem to like 
tins good remaining stand idea as 
it means future supplies of trees 
for them. 


If you can get a public forester 


to shoxv you ho'v to select trees to 
be marked for sale it will be profit- 
able to do so 
At least the IT S. 


Forest Service assures us that 
thousands of farm woodlot owners 
are saying so in localities v.here 
they have local public forester ser- 
vice.
